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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The claims recite a gearbox which independently governs the travel path of 
each footrest support member. It is unclear how this is accomplished and it is unclear 
how their movements are "uncoupled" and how can the footrest support members move 
in nonlinear paths upon the contact surface. As to claims 3-4, the intersecting races and 
plural roller bearings are utilized for tracking the support members in different 
directions, but this function requires a mechanism for permitting such divergent paths of 
travel. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Arnold et al. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Arnold et al in view of Wu. 

Wu discloses an elliptical exercise device having telescoping portions 240 
interlockingly connected via a pin 242 and aperture arrangement. In view of the Wu 
interlocking teaching, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to allow length 
adjustment of the pedal support members 102 by likewise providing a pin and apertures 
arrangement. As to claim 6, using four apertures would have been an obvious design 
choice because telescoping tubes collectively have four walls and pins typically have a 
distal detent ball for locking outside the exterior wall surface. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 12-12-05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. It remains unclear as to how the footrest support members are pivotally 
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coupled to the mechanical portion. Typically, elliptical device's support members are 
pivotally coupled to the cranks. However, absent a universal joint at the crank location, 
it is unclear as to how the support members pivot in both horizontal and vertical planes. 
Applicant's claims recite a "contact surface" and by definition, the Arnold track 
has a surface wherein the contact surface is considered as the surface area 
contacted by the roller. Arnold's support members are pivotally coupled to the 
mechanical portion of the device.
